Miss Somerset was found unconscious where the man left her 
at 11 o’clock. She did not regain consciousness until 3 a. m. Fri- 


day, and is in such a serious condition that her attending’ physi-, 


cians fear for her recovery. 

Miss Somerset's description of her as- 
gailant is vague, as she says she saw 
him only in the semi-darkness. He was 
rather under medium. size and wore a 
cap. The detectives think they have a 
clew. 

The private hospital is conducted by 
Dr. Joseph W. Warbington, whose room 
is on the third floor. In a room near 
the front of the house of the second 
floor is a room occupied by Dr. Emma 
Gantze. Miss Somerset's room is on 
the third floor. 

Thursday night Dr. Warbington re- 
tired early to his room and Dr. Gantze 
went to the theater. Miss Somerset 
and Dr. Warbington were the only per- 
sons in the house when, at 9 o'clock, 
Miss Somerset went to the kitchen, on 
the first floor, for a tumbler of water. 

She was not molested, nor did she 
observe anything out of the ordinary 
on her way to the kitchen. On her re- 
turn she had reached the second floor 
and walked toward. the front of the 
house to get to the stairs leading to 
the third floor. 


The next instant she lost conscious- 
ness and remembers nothing more of 
what happened. 


At ll p. m. Dr. Gantze, returning from 
the theater, found Miss Somerset un- 
conscious, on the floor. A large towel 
was thrust into her mouth. 

Dr. Gantze called Dr. Warbington. 
When he failed to hear, she ran to his 
room and aroused him. Both then be- 
gan the work of resuscitating Miss 
Somerset. They did not succeed until 
8 a. m. 

Investigation of Dr. Gantze’s room 
showed that,;it had been robbed of $66. 
It was also’'found that the robber had 
gone to Miss Somerset’s room and _— 
the money in her purse, $4. 

Miss Somerset is “#4 years old, and 
came to St. Louis from Hot Springs, 
Ark., four months ago. 


Dr. Gantze said she suspected a ne- 
gro who was formerly employed about 
the place and who had taken a bunch 
of keys with him when he disappeared. 
She thinks he used these keys to gain 
admittance to the hospital and sleeping 
rooms. 

The building was formerly occupied 
by Dr. and Mrs. Chamlee as a private 
hospital and was yacated by them a 
short time ago.

A minority of the wealthy men, most 
of them millionaires, subpoenaed for 
the purpose, were before the grand 
jury Friday Afternoon telling what they 
know abou | personal taxation in St. 
Louis. Other men of wealth’are wanted 
to testify in the investigation into tax 
returns made by individuals and cor- 
porations and deputy sheriffs, armed 
with subpenas, are hunting them. 

Special efforts are being made to find 
all of the men for whom svubpenas have 
heen issued. 

The summoning of any individual in 
the present investigation does not neces- 
sarily indicate that he is to be ques- 
tioned about his own tax returns. Some, 
it is understood, may be asked to tes- 
tify only to the valuation of property 
of others. 

Deputy Sheriff E. L. Eisleben, who 
served the subpenas on most of the 
men found, said Friday that several of 
those wanted had not been at their ac- 
customed places of. business and recrea- 
tion since the tax investigation com- 


menced| 

Wade Doesn’t Know Why. 

Festus J. Wade, when seen by a a: 
Dispatch reporter shortly after being 
served with. his subpena, said: 

“J do not know why I am wanted by 
the grand jury, and do not expect to 
kndw until I appear there. In the mat- 


ter of tax returns my conscience is 


clear.”’ 

Besides asking explanations of the 
seemingly insuffclent returns made per- 
sonally by some of the men summoned, 
the grand jury, expects to learn of the 
operations of men said to have made 
false returns for a number of wealthy 
men and corporations, 

“Mine’s Wrong,” Said Many. 

When the issuance of subpenas be- 
gan a number of wealthy men looked 
over the record of their returns hur- 
riedly, refreshed their memories and 
called up the Circuit Attorney's office. 

“T would like to change my return,” 
was the message Mr. Sager and his 
assistants receved from each. Some ad-

SEPARATE SISTERS 


Oldest of Three, Aged 28, Became Voluntary Prisoner to Be 
With Other Two Arrested on Complaint of Husband of 
One; Freed, All Live Together. 


“After our sad experience of a 
night in jail, my sisters now come 
back with me to my home in S8t. 
Louis and we will all live happy to- 
gether. 

MRS. BIRDIE EISMINGER. 


Rather than be separated from her 
sisters even for a little while, 


She stepped behind the grim iron bars 
with as glad a heart as a pardoned 
prisoner leaving them. The cells with 
their narrow bunks, the cup of water 
and the crust of bread did not discon- 
cert her. She had won the right to stay 
in jail‘after a long and earnest plead. 
ing with the jailer. 

Mrs. Eiisminger’s two sisters were 
to be confined for the night. They were 
Mrs. Marie Lading and Miss Ruby Mc- 
Kinney of Maryville, Ill. Charged by 
Joseph Lading, Mrs. Lading’s husband, 
with having disturbed his peace they 
were taken to Edwardsville Tuesday. 

Mrs. Eisminger, whose home is at 
110A North Market street, St. Louis, 
was visiting Mrs. Lading. When the 
constable started with her sisters Mrs. 
Eisminger boarded the same car. She 
comforted the prisoners. When Justice 
of Peace Glass committed the women 
to jail in default of bond Mrs. Eismin- 
ger announced that she would spend 
the night with them. Jailer Barnsback 
urged her to remain at a hotel. 

He told her that the trial would take 
place Wednesday. 


Voluntary Prisoner. 

“T would rather be with my sisters in 
the darkest cell you have than to stay 
in any hotel in Edwardsville,’ Mrs. Bis- 
minger said. ‘“‘Please,let me spend the 
night in. jail.’’ 

Her appeal was not to be denied. The 
sisters began prison life together. 

The case of Mrs. Lading and Miss 
McKinney was called for trial Wednes- 
day. Mrs. Lading’s husband did not 
appear to prosecute. They were. dis- 
charged. 

Mrs. Kisminger was as happy as the 
prisvners. She accompanied them 
back to Mayville, 10 miles away. They 
went to the house of a friend. 

“We will move to St. Louis and live 
together,"" Mrs. Eisminger said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘We three sis- 
ters can get along together without 
men. This is not the last of court pro- 
ceedings. Wait. 

“We are not far apart in age. I am 
% years old, Marie is 19 and Ruby is 
17 years of age. We were reared in 
Springfield, I. Our father died l4 
years ago and we sisters depended a 
great deal on each other. He was a 
Major in the Federal army, Maj. Robert 
McKinney. 

Never uQarreled. 

“We have never quarreled. When we 
wero giris together our family life was 
ideal. I see no reason why sisters 
quarrel as sume do. It is much better 
to live in peace. 

“I merried Arthur Eisminger §¢ years 
ago. Of late I have lived with him in 
St. Louis. I came over here to visit my 
sisters two weeks ago My husband 
followed and we had a disagreement. 
He objected to me staying with my 
sisters,

“A few days ago he took my daugh- 
ter, Helen, who is 3 years old, away 
from the house. I do not know where 
either he or the child is. 

“Marie was married to Joseph Lading 
two years ago. They have no children. 


Poor girl, it is ducky for her. 
“Saturday night, Sept. 9, Joe Lading 


went with us to a ball in a hall. It 

should have been a happy time for us 

all, for he had met Marie just two 

years ago ana wooed her at a dance, 
Ball Was Sad. 

“But this was a sad ball for us all. 
Joe grew sullen and left and went home 
alone at midnight. When Marie and 
Ruby and I returned at 3 o’clock Sun- 
day morning there was a quarrel. Joe 
ili-treated Marie and Ruby both. He 
abused us all. 

“Then he left the house. Last Mon- 
day night Mrs. Lading prepared a din- 
ner for one of the boarders. at her 
home, Jefferson McCormick, who was 
celebrating the anniversary of his 
birth. He had asked her to prepare the 
dinnér and she did it to oblige him. 
‘here was no harm. Joe heard of it. 
He is very jealous. 

‘‘He swore out a warrant for the ar- 


rest of my sisters. I don’t know why 
he didn't demand my arrest too. My 
sisters are as innocent of wrong-doing 
as [ am, 

“In St. Louis we expect to have a 
home to ourselves. We can all work 
and we will be happy there.’

Witnesses who furnished police evi- 
dence against Emil Mari Servin, mur- 
derer of Saloonkeeper Charles Bonnet- 
ti, who with “Bill’”” Dooley, the noto. 
rious feudist, escaped Thursday from 
the Farmington (Mo.) Insane Asylum, 
are terror stricken, believing that Serv- 
in will carry out his threat to come to 
St. Louis and kill them. 

They are Peter Cella of 72% Morgan 
street, Louis Druvini of 909 Morgan 
street, John Bismarck of 801 Morgan 
street and Constantin Bonard, who was 
employed by Bonetti at the time the 
latter was murdered, a little more than 
a year ago, but now a patient at St. 
Mary’s Infirmary as a result of his 
great fear of Servin. 

Police Captain Johnson of the Carr 
Street District was notified today of the 
fears of the four witnesses and was 
requested to furnish protection to the 
three men in his district. In addition 
the three men have armed themselves 
to be ready for any emergency. 


Threats in Letter. 

Peter Cella, who has a saloon at 72 
Morgan street,, but who formerly ran 
a place across the street from where 
Bonnetti was murdered, has a letter re- 
ceived from Servin shortly after the lat- 
ter made his first escape from the 
Farmington institution, in which Servin 
stated: 

“You told the police I killed a man. 
I have six bullets waiting for you and 
will kill you when I get back to St. 
Louis.”

Constantin Bonard is a patient at 
St. Miry’s Infirmary, suffering from 
alcoholism. It is said by friends that 
after Servin had threatened to kill 
him for telling th@ police what he 
knew about Bonetti’s murder that Bo- 
nard began drinking and was finally 
sent to the hospital almost a total 
wreck. 

Louis Druvini, the fourth man who 
fears Servin, a personal friend of 
Bonnetti, is of the opinion that Servin 
was the hired assassin of a secret so- 
ciety in Italy, and that Bonnett! was 
a stranger to Servin. 

“Servin Dangerous,” 

“servin is a most dangerous luna- 
tic, likely to murder any one he may 
encounter. Dooley is a high-grade 
imbecile and is much less malicious.” 

This was the declaration made over 
the telephone to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday by officials of the Farm- 
ington Asylum, 75 miles south of St. 
Louis, regarding the two insane mur- 
derers who are being pursued through 
the woods and over the hills of South- 
east Missouri by sheriffs’ posses. 

Suverintendent W. F. Kuhn of the 
asylum said Friday that he would ad- 
vise against the return of Servin to the 
institution if he were captured. 

“We have no means of securely keep- 
ing such desperate prisoners,”’ he said. 
“Our locks are the ordinary spring 
locks, whick anyone can pick, and we 
have but three guards, two on duty by 
day and one at night. 

Picked Lock to Escape. 

Both men escaped from the asylum 
by breaking from a wash room and 
picking a lock in the corridor. Guards 
failed to overtake them, and they dis- 
appeared in the woods south of Farm- 
ington. 


Servin had escaped twice before from 
the asylum. He fled Dec. 3 last to Gal- 
veston, Tex., where he was captured 
Jan, 17. Escaping again several weeks 
ago, he was caught by the asylum 
guards in a nearby cornfield. 

Bill Dooley took. part in the Dooiey- 
Harris feud batile at Doe Run Aug. 4, 
1900, in which two were killed. After the 
murder of Bill Harris on a Bonne Terre 
train two years later, he hid for months 
in the woods, succored by members of 
his family, then fled to the Southwest 
and was arrested in New Mexico. 

He was placed in St. Louis Jail for 
fear that he would be freed by his 
friends if taken to Farmington. His 
conduct while in Jail and at his trial] 
caused him to be adjudged insane.

Juror Who Acquitted Book- 
maker Admitted State’s 
Case Was Strong. 


“Befere I was summoned for jury 
sefvice and afterwards, on the day 
preceding tire trial, I was approached 
and asked te vote for the acquittal of 
Bookmaker Gumberts. 

“Hoth times I refused to violate my 
oath and I was then teld that I 
wouldn’t do as a jwor.” Extract 
from the testimeny of Wendel Em- 
merling, member of the venire from 
which the Mark Gumberts jury was 
chosen. 

Mr. Emmerling lives at Carsonville. 
He is 7 years old and has been a resi- 
dent of St. Louis County for % years. 

His testimony was taken before Spe- 
cial Notary Edgar in connection with 
the damage suit of James Swaney and 
others, composing the Gumberts jury, 
against the Post-Dispatch. 

The jury voted to acquit Gumberts, 
after the State had offered the testi- 
mony of 10 witnesses regarding gam- 
bling at the Delmar racetrack in vio- 
lation of the new anti-poolselling law. 
The defense submitted no evidence. 

Disqualified as Juror. 

Mr. Emmeriing said he was disquall- 
fied from serving on the jury, as he 
“expected tuo be,’’ after he told those 
who approached him that he would be 
guided “solely by the evidence in the 
case” 

The first conversation regarding the 
racetrack case occurred at Ramona 
Park, five miles west of the St. Louis 
city limits, some time in the early part 
of July.

Ohio River Fishermen Are Reaping an 


Unusual Harvest.

ROCKFORD, IND., Sept. °3.—A crew 
of mussel diggers is at work two miles 
above this place, on the Ohlo River, on 
a bed of mussels said to be as large 
as any heretofore found.

Although the waters are -eceding, 
Mrs. Van Veen’s house is still sur- 
rounded by water. The picket fence 
just shows its sharp tips zebove the 
tawny flood.

The frame is buried in three feet of 
water. 

Only the top step of the porch can be 
seen. 

Henry Huffman, a neighbor's boy, in 
a boat was fishing about the house Fri- 
day and carried any callers who came 
to the house. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter found Mrs. 
Van Veen surrounded by her family. 
Bessie, the 2-year-old baby, was crying.

She tried to 
pull the sorrowing woman to the tin box 
where the bread was usually kept. The 
scanty breakfast had robbed it of the 
last crust. 

Cornelius, aged 10; Wilhelm, 8; Leon- 
ard, 6, and Florence, aged 4 years, took 
turns in trying to dissuade the baby 
from her questi. 


Last Cent Gone. 


Finally the mother sent Cornelius, 
who can wade on some planks to land, 
for the bread. 

“This is my last nickel,’’ said she. 

“We have had bad luck late years. 
We lost{all the property we had farm- 
ing in Oklahoma two years ago. The 
stock was mortgaged and the crops 
were bad. In Kansas City last January 
a year ago my husband, Cornelius, 
killed himself.”’ 

“He was sick and both his mind and 
body were worn out in the trouble in 
Oklahoma. 

‘I moved my family to St. Louis and 
we have got on the best we could. Ar- 
nold, my oldest child, 18 years old, and 
my daughter, Marie, aged 16, have 
helped me.

Shot One Man Perhaps Fatally 
and Awes Crowd—Is 
Arrested. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—John Reid, 17 
years old, fatally shot one man after 
holding at bay a crowd of about 1000 
persons, and when captured by a po- 
liceman narrowly escaped being killed 
by a mob which clamored for his life 


at an amusement park last night. 
When the boy, who, the police say, 


had been drinking, attempted to enter 
the park the policeman refused to ad- 
mit him. Drawing a revolver, Reid 
aimed at him. Wvery one got out of 
range.

The crowd decided 
to disarm the lad by a concentrated 
rush and as it swept forward Reid lev- 
eled his pistol] and fired.

When the crowd saw Wilkinson 
wounded it fell back and no further at- 
tempts were made to capture Reid un- 
til Policeman Fay arrived. Fay hurled 
himself open-armed upon the boy, up- 
setting him, and then wrested the pistol 
from him... @s the policeman started 
for the station the crowd made a de- 
termined attempt to get at the pris- 
oner. Fay was compelled to best sev- 
eral persons to save his prisoner from 
the throng, and when reserves arrived 
he was almost exhausted.

PROSPERITY BULL BASIS 


Market to Be Kept Advancing 
Slowly Until Purchasing 
by Public Begins. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Wall street to- 
day has one eye on the Rockefeller- 
Morgan-Rogers-Stillman eyndicate and 
the other upon Thomas W. Lawson. 

“Buy stocks and buy them heavily, 
for prosperity is king,” is the slogan 
of the former. 

The bellicose Bostonian has not been 
heard from on this latest pronuncia- 
mento by his arch enemies, but Wall 
Street is watching the ticker in mo- 
mentary expectation of receiving a bear- 
ish note of defiance from the Massa- 
chusetts metropolis.

If the public comes in the holdings 
of Messrs. Rockefeller,, Morgan, Rog- 
ers, Stillman and other magnates will 
bear fruit a thousand-fold.

BOSTON; Sept.-22.—A crime so awful 
that it cannot be told in detail was 
brought to light when the dismembered 
trunk of a young woman, encased in a 
Jeather suitcase, well worn, was found 
floating on the ebb tide at Winthrop. 

Instinctively thoughts of the Max- 
well-Preller case in St. Louis years ago 
were aroused by the sight. 

Deputy Chief Nea] of the State po- 
lice was informed today that a man 
had been seen yesterday walking to- 
ward a bridge in Winthrop carrying a 
dress suit case which resembled that 
found in the water. 

A good description of the man is at 
hand. The deputy chief expressed the 
opinion that the woman was not mur- 
dered, but that she had died at some 
Boston hospital as a result of an opera- 
tion, the physician who performed the 
operation afterwards cutting off the 
head, arms and legs. 


“Under these circumstances, he added, | 


the charge against the guilty man could 
not be murder. The officer said that 
he expected an arrest soon. 


The dismemberment of the body had, 
undoubtedly, been done by a surgeon or 


- @ student of surgery, and certainly by 


one familiar with anatomical work. 
The head had been severed between the 
first and second of the cervical verte- 


_brae, the arms had been removed at the 


shoulders and the legs at the hips. 

It was neither a bungling nor an un- 
certain hand that wielded the krife 
with which the dismemberment: had 
been done, for the cuts were clean, and 
there had been no hagging about mak- 
ing them. The trunk was that of a 
very young and well-nourished woman, 
for the flesh was hard and white and 
firm, indicating not only health, but 
Physical beauty. There was on the 
body not a blemish, a birthmark or 
scar which cannot be traced to work 


of one who is skilled in surgery. 


There was evdence that an effort, ap- 


_. parently a hurried one, had been made 
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to do away with testimony which would 
clearly show the reason for what now 
appears to be a most brutal and cold- 
blooded. crime. 


Doubtless the head was removed from 
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Mr. Horner Knapp, member of the Terminal Cémiii$sion, explaining why the sessions are not open, said: “If 
all our meetings were open to the public the Commission would be constantly waited upon by a great many persons 
and the arguments would be endless.

So far, of course, the absence of the 
head prevents identification, but the 
further efforts to hide the primary 
cause of the mutilation of the body was 
rendered futile by the haste or qareless- 
ness with which the work was done.

Work Showed Surgical Skill. 

Whoever performed this ghastly task 
had sewn up the cut in the abdomen 
after removing the intestines and the 
stumach, and there again he left evi- 
dence of his skill with sutures and the 
surgeon’s ‘needle, for the stitches were 
such as educated surgeons the world 
over use. Perhaps the body was sewn 
up quickiy, for a strip of surgeon's 
gauze was left in the body as if the op- 
erator had overlooked it in his haste 
to have done with his horrid work. 

The most important clew furnished by 
the mutilated trunk towards establish- 
ingy the identity of the dead girl was 
the fact that some time, and within a 
few months, perhaps only a few weeks, 
she had undergone an operation for 
appendicitis. Scarcely yet healed is the 
wound made in her right side, directly 
across the abdomen, by the surgeon 
who operated upon her for appendicitis, 
an operation which, while wholly dis- 
sociated with the cause of her death, 
may result in her identification. 

The trunk was wrapped in a rubber 
blanket such as can be found in the of- 
fice of any physician. 


$1000 FOR FIREMAN. 


Jury Holds He Did Not Share 
Engineer's Responsibility.

Louis & Suburban Railroad for the 
death of Vincent R. Higgins, a Vanda- 
lia fireman, killed in a collision with 
a troiley car at Lansdowne crossing, 
26, 1908. 

a 4 the verdict, the jury declared there 
was a difference in the degree of re- 
sponsibility of a locomotive engineer and 
his fireman in the event of an accident, 
Vincent’s engineer, John U. Roy, was 
also killed in the collision. Suit for 
damages for his death failed because of 
the contention that the engineer should 
have stopped his engine and thus avert- 
ed the collision. 

The point was made and sustained by 
the Court of Appeals that a street car 
track crossing was a railroad cross- 
ing, and it was the duty of the engi- 
neer to bring his engine to a stop with- 
in 600 feet of such crossing. a 

In the trial of the Vincent suit, which 
was brought by M. V. Joyce, admMinis- 
trator of his estate, it was contended 
that the fireman had no control of the 
engine and was, therefore, not guilty 
of contributory negligence.

FRANCE RESENTS 


VENEZUELA'S ACT 


Expected to Demand Disavowal 
of Offensive Attitude Tow- 


ard Representative. 


STANDS BY M. TAIGNEY 


Will Not Accept Venezuelan 
Statement That References 
Were Only Personal 


PARIS, Sept. 22.—The offensive. atti- 
tude of Venezuela toward M. Taigny, ' 
the French charge d'affaires at Caracas, 
has aroused indignation in offjcial quar- 
ters here. 

Although the ministry has not yet 
taken definite action, it is said in the 
highest quarters that Premier Rouvier 
undoubtedly will demand that Vene- 
zuela disavow the offensive action and 
adopt a course conformable with the 
usual courtesies of diplomatic inter- 
course. 

The Venezuelan authorities are now 


seeking to show that their action was 
directed against M. Taigny personally ! 
and not against the French Govern-| 
ment, but the officials do not accept 
the distinction between M. Taigny’s 
personal and official capacity. He has 
high standing at the Foreign Office, | 
where he recently served. He also aid-— 
ed Ambassador Cambon at Washington 
during the most delicate phases of the 
Spanish war negotiations. Therefore, | 
there is no intention here to permit | 
Venezuela to make a scapegoat of him. | 

It is to be expected that a demand | 
will be made that Venezuela disavow 
the action taken. The subsequent! 
course of France will depend on Vene-! 
zuela's reply. 

What roused the ire of the French 
Government was the announcement | 
from Caracas, Sept. 20, that the Vene- 
zuelan Government had that day made 
the following reply to the protest 
lodged, Sept. 19, by M. Taigny, the 
French charge d'affaires, against the 
closing of the land stations of the 
French Cable Co. and the expulsion of 
the manager of the company, M. Brun: 

“The Government holds documents 
proving that the French Cable Co. has. 
accepted the.result of the judicial pro- 
ceedings brought against it, The v- 
ernment is onty waiting to. establish 
new relations between it and the com- 
pany. M. Taigny, the French charge 
d'affaires, knows this, and _ therefore 
the protest can be only considered as 
an act of personal hostility. For this 
reason the Government will abstain 
from treaty with the French Govern- 
ment through M. Taigny. . 

Inquiry makes it practically certain 
that Venezuela has placed orders at the 
Cruezot Works for eight field batteries 
and four mountain batteries, the latter 
consisting of four guns each.

MORE FORAGE CROPS 


Cattlemen Protest Against Sell- 
ing School Land in 
Small Tracts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Sept. 22.—As a 
Zeneral thing the reports that come 
ffom the Texas range country are very 
encouraging as to the winter outlook 
for caitle. The present year has been 
a very favorable one from the very be- 
Sinning. The fine rains which begar in 
the winter extended through the spring 


and summer and only failed during the! 
These provided an! 


month of August. 
abundance of sicck water and made 
€rass the best the country has known 
for many years. While cattle came out 
of the last winter quite thin in many 
instances, they had the benefit of early 
grass and began to take on fat much 
Carlier than usual. The season last 
spring was about two months earlier 
than its usual appearance, and cattle 
ail over the range country have had ad- 
V@ntage of that fact. Cattlemen from 
the heart of ithe range country say that 
conditions this year have excelled those 
that have prevailed for many years, 
amd they ure just simply delighted with 
the natural conditions prevailing at this 
time. 

A leading ranchman in giving expres- 
sion to his appreciation of the situation 
said today that grass was more plenti- 
fwi out in the range country now than 
he had seen it in 20 years. There had 
been rain enough to keep it growing in 
the best shape until practically the first 
of August, and the growth had been so 
good that even if there should be a de- 
fisiency in the sual fall precipitation 
the cattle would still be in fine shape 
t@ go through the coming winte*. He 
Said there was grass enough on the 
ranges now to carry the cattle through 
in better shape than was the case in a 
number of the preceding winters, and 
explained that fact by pointing to the 
exceedingly fat condition of all 
range stuff at this time. He said 
if there was no more rain to make 
Winter grass the cattle are so fat that 
they will not begin to decline in condi- 
tion until late in December or early in 
January if there was much open weath- 
er, and in that case they could be de- 
pended upon to pull through in good 


shape. 
Feed Crops Good. 


The range country, however, usually 
has abundant rains from the Ist to the 
16th of September, and this affords 
ample time for the making of fine win- 
ter grass before frost comes, and al- 
ways insures fine late feed crops. There 
is complaint in some localities now of 
dry weather, and Jate feed crops do not 
present a very promising appearance. 
But as soon as the Septeinber rains 
come the feed crops will take on new 
life and make an abundant yield. The 
early feed crops are already made and 
yielded an abundant harvest. It ig 
probable that there is already plenty of 
feed made and saved in West Texas to 
answer all the dem.ods of the coming 
winter, but there ‘~ also a big late crop 
which will only rve to make assur- 
ance doubly sur in the event of the 
expected rains .naterializing. 

The matter of producing forage crops 
ig @ growing proposition out in the 
range country. Ranchmen have learned 


that cattle must have feed during the; 


hard winter months, or there will be 
losses sufficient to play havoc with the 
matter of profits on the operations of 
the year. The cattle are becoming so 
highly graded and have cost so much 
money that the loss of a few head is a 
very serious matter. As long as the 
weather is open there is not much 
danger of any losses, as the range is 
Senerally sufficient to provide the ani- 
m@is with all the required sustenance. 
But when the bitter cold weather comes 


the situation is different. The cattle lie 


around the places where there is the 
least exposure and steadily decline in 
condition. A few cold snaps soon put 
them on the feeding list, and when feed 
has to be purchased it 800n becomes a 
very expensive procedure. West Texas 
ranchmen are learning to produce the 
most of the feed they require, however, 
and it is most gratifying sign of the 
times. Plenty of feed means light losses 
in West Texas this winter,

WANT TREATY REJECTED. 


Japanese Associations Memo- 


. . % 
rialize the Throne, 

TOKIO, Sept. 22.—The number of di- 
rect memorials to the throne from @if- 
ferent associations and individuals con- 
demning the peace treaty and asking 
that it be not ratified, exceeds 40, among 
which is an address signed by six pro- 
feasors of the Imperial University, one 
of whom was recently placed on the re- 
tired list owing to his strongly worded 
anti-peace thesis, 

This memorial strongly urges the ne- 
cessity of refusing to ratify the peace 
treaty and condemns it as entirely an- 
nulling the purpose of the war as set 
forth in the declaration of hostilities. 
It is also stated that indisputable rea- 
fons exist for refusing to ratify the 
treaty, which is deemed to be pregnant 
with elements of humiliation and fu- 
ture danger to the national interests. 

In spite of persistent editorials in the 
leading newspapers demanding _ the 
resignation of the Cabinet, it is believed 
that the ministers will continue to hold 
office until after the adoption of the 
post-bellum measures, especially those 
regarding finance and the Chinese and 
Korean problems. ‘ 


MULHALL TAKES APPEAL, 


Stockman Has Nothing to Say 
to Sentence for Shooting. 


Zach Mulhall. the wealthy ranch- 
man and ra'tiroad agent convicted of 
shooting Ernest Morgan on the 
World's Fair Pike, June 18, 1904, was 
Friday sen‘enced to serve the three- 
year penitentiary term specified by 
the trial jury. 

He immediately filed $3000 bond and 
took an arpeal to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Foster, in imposing the sen- 
tence, said it was his “unpleasant 
duty,” and Mulhall said he had noth- 
ing to say why sentence should not 


be passed. 

Mulhall shot Morgan while shooting 
at Cowboys, employed in Cummings 
Wild West Show in which he was in- 
teresied. 


PROFIT FROM THIEVES. 


Government Will Sell at Auction Con- 
fiscated Cordwood. 


MUSKOGEE, I. T.,° Sept. 2 —Indian 
Agent Kelsey has announced that the 


government will sell a large quantity of 
timber in the Choctaw bation. which 
has been cut by timber thieves from 
that part of the public domain known 
as the segregated coal lands. The sale 
will be made at public auction to the 
highest bidder, near Bokoma, I. T. 
Timber thieves have invaded this por- 
tion of the country and cut cordwood. 
The Indian inspector keeps a man in 
that section to locate such marauders. 
He discovered the attempted fraud in 
time to prevent the thieves from haul- 
ing the wood off the land and market- 


ing it. 
This practice has been going on for 
some time, and the government has con- 
fiscated a large amount of wood. The 
proceeds will be placed to the credit of 
the Choctaw nation.
